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Continuation of 3. NOTE: New claims 70 and 71 are added. Per applicant's remark in page 8, applicant stated that new claim 70-71 
which have incorporated the limitations of independent claim 21 and also the limitations of objected to claim 32 and intervening claim 27. 

However, examiner disagress with the applicant remark above. New claim 70 has not fully and properly incorporated limitations of 
independent claim 21. In particular, new claim 70, lines 12 recites "the connection configurations" which is different from "the first and 
second connection configurations" recited in original claim 21 , line 12. New claim 70, lines 13 recites "said sets of channels" which is 
different from "said first and second sets of channels" recited in original claim 21 , line 14.
